Washington, June 23.—A nation- 


wide drive of one week to recruit 70,- 
000 to bring the regular army up to 
Its authorized war strength of 300,- 
000 men, began today In accordance 
•with President Wilson's proclamation 
calling for enlistments to bring reg- 
ulars to maximum strength. 


This is the first step in the war or- 


ganization of America's army. Next 
is the task of completing the full 
strength of the National Guard units. 
Then comes the selection of men for 
the next national army from the mil- 
lions who registered June 5. 


The president calls upon "unmar- 


ried men between the ages of IS and 
40 years, who have no 
dependents 


and who are not engaged in pursuits 
vitally necessary to the prosecution 
of the war." 
This means that those 


between the ages of 18 and 21, and 
31 and 40, as well as the recent reg- 
istrants will be "given an opportunity 
for immediate training and the pros- 
pect of early active service. 


The urgency of filling the ranks of 


the regular army is emphasized by 
army officers who declare it would 
be necessary within the 
next 
six 


months Jo take many of the regulars 
as instructors for the new selective 
army. 
It is planned to incorporate 


in the new regiments of the Regular 
army portions ot already established 
and trained units as a framework to 
assure rapid development.

SUBMARINE'S PERISCOPE 


Second U. S. Boat to Report 


Successful Defense In 


Last Two Days 


(ASSpCiYTED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


An Atlantic Port, June 23.—A 


fight between an American freight 
steamship and a German submarine, 
which took place June 6, one day out 
from Genoa, Italy, and resulted in 
the navy gunners on the American 
vessel scoring at least one hit, was 
reported by the captain of the steam- 
er on his arrival here today. 
The 


captain said the U-boat suddenly ap- 
peared at a distance of about 500 
yards and launched a torpedo. 
Its 


wake was clearly discernible and it 
was possible to maneuver the vessel 
so that it missed the ship by about 
20 feet. Fire was immediately'op~en~- 
ed on "the U-boat from a stern-gun 
and four shots were discharged in 
rapid succession as the submarine 
submerged. 
The second shot, the 


captain 
said, 
struck the periscope 


throwing it high into the air and 
the last shot fired hit the water on 
the exact spot where the U-boat dis- 
appeared. 
The American vessel suf- 


fered no damages. 


This is the second encounter re- 


ported within two days in which an 
American ship successfully defended 
herself against submarine attacks.

Secretary Nail then pointed out 
that Germany had 
lost 
2,500,000 


tons, 50 per cent of its entire fleet, 
and declared that reports that Ger- 
many was buildng hundreds of ships 
were mere bluffs. 
Deputy "Bousson 


declared that the secretary was too 
optimistic, that the merchant fleet 
was in a dangerous situation and it 
was due to the government's inertia. 


He said ships must be built at 
once or France would not be able 
to feed herself. The deputy declar- 
ed that question 
took 
precedence 


over all others, even that of effec-' 
tires, and that England preferred to 
lend France ships and build for her- 
self. 
He concluded by demanding 
that the government insist upon the 
allies giving France the help they 
owe her. 
Premier Ribot said he recognized 
that the situation was not satisfac- 
tory, but pointed out the difficulties 
in buying 
ships. 
Commissioner 


Tardieu had bought some in Ameri- 
ca and had asked French ship-owners 
to buy others, but the premier said 
that he must admit they were slow 
about it The question of paying cash 
was another difficulty, and while it 
would be better to build, he declar- 
ed, that the nation's activity must 
be concentrated on the manufacture 
of munitions.

HAS FULL FAITH 


IN NEW RUSSIA 


Witness of RenolutioMiy Seems 


Writes of Outlook. 


WILL NOT 60 TO EXTREMES 


Am«rio>n Obi«rv«r, Embassy CUrk at 


Pstrograd, SMS Strong Nation After 
Gsrmany Has Bt«n Defeated—Dislik* 
of Czarism, Togsther With Exorbitant 
Pricss of N*c«ssariss, Caused Revolt. 


"I have the greatest faith that a peo- 


ple who can show such marvelous self 
restrain at a time when all law and 
order had broken down can be trusted 
not to gp to foolish extremes after- 
ward." 


Thus writes Van Arsdale B. Turner, 


formerly of "Wilmington, Del, now 
chief clerk of the American embassy at 
Petrograd, in a letter to his father, 
the Rev. Joseph Brown Turner of Phil- 
adelphia, general secretary of the Pres- 
byterian Historical society. 


Young Turner was a witness of many 


of the stirring events Incident to the 
Russian revolution, and In lils letter he 
gives a graphic description of what he 
saw. 
Incidentally he draws some In- 


teresting deductions. 


"The new cabinet," he writes, "wa* 


a compromise -with Kerensky, a very 
able labor leader, as one of the most 
prominent members, and Mlliukoff, eas- 
ily one of the ablest politicians in the 
old world today, a liberal and sound 
advocate of democracy. The others are 
representatives of the Zemstvo organi- 
zations, which have accomplished such 
wonders for Russia during the past two 
decades," or come from other liberal cir- 
cles, but they are by no means ultra, 
and most of them are inclined toward 
a constitutional monarchy. 


Troublesome Faction In Minority. 
"The labor group itself is split by a 


faction, which demands immediate ces- 
sation, of the war, the eight hour day, 
profit sharing, a redistribution, of prop- 
;rty, especially of the land, and what 
not They are far in. the minoi-ity, but 
;hey make much, noise and have an ex- 
tremely bad effect on the soldiers." 


It is'here that Mr. Turner pir.? his 


.'aith 'in the level headedness of the 
Russian people, as a people, not to do 
anything foolish after their marvelous 
demonstration, of self restraint and 
good judgment. 
; 


"It's going to mean, however," the 


writer continues, "tremendous work 
and the most careful leadership, but I 
believe they'll emerge with a first class 
form of government. Their present 
one is excellent and for wartime not 
to be improved upon. All further con- 
sideration of the question should be 
jostponed until the war is orer." 
Mr. Turner says the United States 


should lose no time in getting into the 
war with all of the force at its com- 
mand. 


"Democracy," he declares, "has only 


one foe left, and he must be settled 
with and immediately. 
I'm hoping 


* * that, for the protection of 


democratic ideals, we'll (meaning the 
United States) go in and strike a hard 
blow at the kaiser's throne. It would 
be much better, to be sure, If the Ger- 
mans would do it themselves, but so 
long as their hero ia living they prob- 
ably -will not" 


Causes of the Revolution. 


Mr. Turner, In his letters, for there 


are two, one having been written be- 
fore the revolution broke, tells of the 
Incidents that led tip to the break and 
also of what happened when the break; 
came. Among the contributing causes, 
he says, were high prices for food, rai- 
ment and everything else, which made 
living a difficult problem. The peopte 
hated the pro-German empress, while 
they considered the czar lamentably 
weak. The government, he says, had 
practically told the allies that they need 
not expect a Russian offensive this 
spring. 


Giving eome of his own. observations 


when the break came, he writes: "I 
saw the firing squads at work mowing 
down the crowds that surged around 
Nicolai station plaza on Sunday; saw 
the great, throbbing Nevsky lying nak- 
ed and dead under the glare of the 
searchlight on Sunday night and was 
on the spot when the largest and most 
famous of the guard regiments, the 
Preobrajensky, mutinied on Monday. 


"There is much else that was alive 


with Interest and dramatic In the ex- 
treme. And there is yet and will be 
for days to come. It would be dlfficull 
and would take much time to go into all 
the ramified politics of the situation as 
it Is at present. The labor faction i* 
upheld.by the soldiery and Is Inclined 
to be much more radical than tho com- 
mittee of tic duma." He believes, how- 
ever, that Russia -will emerge with a 
good government, supported, as it Is, 
by right thinking people there.

It Is eald that the last quart 
of this famous fluid was sold for $200, 
and that was thirty-five years ago.

;o analyze the product in an attempt 
to reproduce the'oil, but without suc- 
cess. The man who made it and who 
alone knew its composition died, and, 
,t further appears, not even his name 
or the place of his burial Is known. He 
never revealed to any one the details 
of his process, and it was not until 
after his death that the real value of 
he oil was appreciated.—Los Angeles 
Times. 


Th* Eskimo Skin Canoe. 


The kayak, or skin canoe, of the Es- 


dmo was In use on the coast of north- 
ern Russia two or three centuries ago, 
according to Dr. MacRitchle, F. S. A.
